Report of a Rebel eutena 
Great Gloom in Price’sann Holmes? 
Commands--A Federal Success. 


Forr Surrz, Jan. 6th. 


Lieut. W. A. Britain, 8rd Arkansas 
regiment of a rebel brigade, came into 
our lines to-day with 98 uad of his com- 
mand. He left Price’s head quarters at 
Longwood, 20 miles west of Camden, on 
Christmas. Gen. Holmes commands the 
Trans-Missisippi department. Price com- 
mands the army in the field, which is esti- 
mated at seventeen thousand strong, but 
Britian says the entire effective rebel force 
outside of Texas don’t exceed 13,000. 
Of Price’s Missourians only about three 
or four thousand remain and but a few of 
these are part of the army he took out of 
Missouri. The veterans of Lexington and 
Pea Ridge are ‘nearly all in their graves. 
The Missouri troops are Shelby’s cavalry 
and Parson’s infantry brigade. General 
Steele is superseded in command of the 
rebel department of the Indian Territory 
by Brig-Gen. Massey. The rebel troops 
have issues of only fresh beef and corn- 
meal with one ration of flour per week.

John Morgan's Escape from the Ohio Peni- 
tentiary. 


By the aid of two case knives, an open- 
ing was made from one of the lower cells 
in which Gen. Morgan’s brother was con- 
fined, through the cement flooring of the 
cell and some eighteen inches of cement 
and brick into an air chamber, running the 
entire length of that wing of the Peniten- 
tiary, and directly underneath the cells. 
Thence with the same implements and a 
small coal shovel, they dug under the pris- 
on wall, and by means of a rope made of 
their bedding, scaled the walls of the Peni- 
tentiary and escaped. 

The evening of the escape Gen. Morgan, 
who had occupied an upper cell, managed 
to change cells with his brother on the 
lower tier, and thus escaped, leaving his 
brother in “durance vile.” Openings were
